A lively interest was manifested in 
the third of Plot. Grieves' lectures in 
the Congregational College yesterday. 
A large attendante greeted him again, 
losing thé capacity of the. hoi, aud 
with few preliminaries he entered upon 
his subject, "The Message, of the Ser- 
mon." In Introducing his theme he 
appealed for a more intimate know- 
ledge of [he Hible by the preacher, and 
enlarged upon the need for well edu- 
cated men in the Christian mllstry. 
He also commented on the fact that 
theological colleges were realizing to- 
day that their function was not simply 
the preparation of mon for the min- 
istry, but thai they also had a work 
to do in the city In which they were 
situated, among Christian workers of 
all kinds. They could dn a great work 
In giving an opportunity to Sunday 
school teachers and others, lo listen 
to authorities hi theology. Prof. 
Grieves then dealt more directly with 
the Message of the Preacher— the ser- 
mon. He slid that Just as the soul of 
man might he divided into mind, heart 
and will, so the soul of a sermon might 
be similarly divided. In a. sormon 
ihern should be one dominant Idea, 
which should be made clear and un- 
mistakable. Too many preachers em- 
brace a groat number of ideas; they 
take in too wide a field, and often de- 
serve the criticism of one student's ser- 
mon, thai ll gave "a. panoramic vlow 
of the un|v«we;" In the second place 
there should be in a sermon, feeling, the 
emotional element. To-day, the "ten- 
dency is to strangle emotion In tho 
pulpit, to suppress all excitement. But 
a sermon must lie given life To read 
Whitfield's s. munis would make, one 
wonder whore hiS great power lay.

Training For Journalism 

The need for the establishment of a Canadian School of Jotn- 
nalisnt becomes more and more pressing as time goes on and the 
number of our newspapers continues to grow. It seems out of all ac- 
cord with the progress of Canadian education that in the midst of 
the comprehensive courses which have of late years been set in mo- 
tion in our Canadian universities no provision has been" made for 
the foundation of an institution where those who intend to take up 
journalism as' a prolcssion, or who have already entered it .may re- 
ceive instruction in those subjects which are considered as most ne- 
cessary to the equipment of the newspaperman, as well as instruc- 
tion in practical newspaper work. 

It will perhaps prove surprising lo some to learn that in the 
United States at the present time there are in existence no fewer 
than forty Schools of Journalism all engaged in work aiming to fit 
students for active participation in the field of journalism. Several 
of these are in connection with universities no larger than McGill. 
These schools have a united roll-call of 2,107 students. It is esti- 
mated by Dr. Talcott Williams, Director of the Pulitzer School of 
Journalism at Columbia University, that there are between 35,000 
and 36,000 persons in the States who gain a living as reporters and 
editors. Thus there arc about one-eighteenth as many students as 
active newspapermen. In Canada we have some 1,600 news- 
papers and periodicals, to conduct which perhaps five thousand 
men are employed. 

To provide recruits for this small army wc have no training 
school other than the newspaper office, where promotion is slow 
and the training at the best inadequate. It would seem only right 
that Canada should have at least one School of Journalism and 
also right that it should be situated at McGill, where we have the 
first and only Canadian college daily newspaper in the Dominion. 

The Canadian School of Journalism is bound to come. Why 
shouldn't McGill have it?

Another piece ol good news is the 
n port of the sinking ol tiie yon dor 
Tann by the British battleship Invin- 
cible, if this i ; , true it is a big point 
in favor of the Allies. The Von der 
Tann is a slup of IS.noO tons dis- 
placement and .^S'.' fret In length. 

The greatest French successes were 
on the battle front from 1.» to the 
Ois», in the region of Bolssellc. At 
one place in this line the French oc- 
cupied a. German trench, after very 
severe fighting, and at another place 
they captured two lines of German 
trenches alone a front of ."•'>" yards. 
These two trenches, together with 
those captured i>n January :t. ronn a 
continuous line eastward from the po. 
s.tion of yesterday's success. 

Tlte Germans are still atl icklng in 
mawed ' formation, and this seems to 
I», t de only way they can make any 
creat headway, in spite of the heavy 

lops of life incurred by such forma* 
tlon. 

General Jotfre is determined to 

hold alopg the Whole of the battle, 
front, from the North .*ra to the Swiss 
border, 

There was a determined German 
advancr in Northern Poland "ii the 
great fortress of Novo GeorgiCVSk.

Mc Bride, Frost and Co. Pub- 
lishes a New Book by Col. 
I I. Frobenius 



This book reads precisely a* though 
it were written bj one who had com- 
plet» fore-knowledge, of the plan:, of 
Ihe (lorn i in war office, in order to 
provide In advance excuses and ex- j 
pta nations to the German peopl*— and 
arterwardu to the world— for the war 
which Gorman action has precipljated. 

It« argument, as that, of so many of 
the works which the war has produced, 
forms distressing reading for Uiose, 
who have been born and reared free 
from the blinding Influencée of FJuro- 
pean tradition. To a citizen of the 
United States, or lo anyone under- 
standing and feeling Ihe spirit of es- 
tablished self-government, it as though 
a voice from the past were speaking 
of modern affairs In terms of the eigh- 
tcentli centur>. Glibly Great Britain 
Is given personal possession of not 
only the actual earth of her colonies, 
but of the destiny and bodies of her I 
colonists: It Is only a step, and It Is! 
actually taken to assume that, InMeadl 
of l>elng a formal theory, our custom of | 
doing all things in legal form, In the 
King's name. Is actually possessed of I 
fact In speaking of Hritlsh colonies 1 
it Is assumed that they are but pieces 
to be placed on the board of the World's 
politics, as Great Britain wllis, and thn 
writer Is entirely Ignorant of the fan 
tha.t the self-governing Hritlsh col- 
onists WOttld be the first to protest 
«giiinst such an assumption. tlre.it 
Britain has not the power over her 

Colonies ascribed to tier by < 'oloiicl 
l'roli< nliiî«. And even if j.|i<. had It. the 
proof that she never had any Inten- 
tion of usins it against Garntany In 
the wu5 that Germany «ictiis to have 



frareil, Ilea In the fact that, in spite 
"f British control of the sea, German 
Commerce, like the commerce of every 
nation in the norld, has sailed the 
seaa as ireely as has Great Britain's 
»wn. Trade with Great Britain Is free 
to the world, as Is trade with her col- 
onies save In so far as those colonies 
themselves have seen fit to Impose re. 
strictions on the trade with them- 
nelves hy Great Brlta.ln or by any other 
trading community. ; 

The only advantage, that a Canadian 
can gatheir from reading, this book is 
au Idea of the way in which humane 
and decent-living Germans have been 
frightened Into a conviction of the In- 
evltahleness of war. We are accus- 
tomed to hear that Britain's naval ex- 
tensions have been made because of 
the menacing growth of the German 
navy: we are told, and that the 1'rcnrh 
wnre forced to increa.se the jdr.e of 
their army because Germany had enor- 
mously Increased the size of hers. Pro- 
beitlus gops but one step further in the 
vicious circle, and tenches his German 
readers— he ts only one among a thou- 
sand such authors -that the succeed- 
ing Increases In German préparation 
for war Is but the necessary result of 
the British and French activities. 

The book tella nothing new. It can 
but serve to Increase a determination 
In the mind of the average man who 
reads it that the time must come when 
ft shall be impossible for governing 
'■lasses, for ruling dynasties, to advance 
their Interests by measures bringing 
III t<> ihe mass or Individuals accept' 
Ing direction from them. What advan- 
tage could a successful war have 
brought lo the German pe*j«ants? Kais- 
er and Junker alike will VHiilsh from 
a Republican Germany « hen the com- 
mon people of Germany have learned 
that l In re was none.
